An unprecedented wave of 
strikes, sanctions, “and labour 
unrest is expected throughout 
the civil service and the so- 
called ‘‘public sector” following 
yesterday's cabinet decision to 
hold the line on the 
government's 15 per cent wage- 
‘hike ceiling. 

“The strikes are just around 
the corner,’' Histadrut boas 
Yeroham Meshel said after he 
heard of the ministers’ decision. 

“Neither strikes nor threats of 
strikes shall move the govern- 
ment from the position which it 
believes is just,’’ Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich said as 
he emerged from the cabinet 
meeting. ‘‘We don't care how 
high the price is — we shall not 
give in!” 

Late last night, negotiations 
between the -Histadrut and the Civil 
Service Commission broke down 
after commission negotiators in- 
formed the other side that they were 
not empowered to discuss any 

entailing a pay in- 
crease of more than 15 per cent. 

The Civil Service numbers ap- 
proximately 65,000 employees. 
Another 230,000 workers are 
members of the “public sector.”" 


This includes teachers, police and 
firemen, clerks and administrators 
at local authorities, university per- 
sonnel, and miscellaneous in- 
-stitutional workers including the 
staffs of the Jewish Agency, the 
Jewish National Fund and similar 
organizations. 

Civil Service Commissioner 
Avraham Friedman had brought the 
Histadrut's views on wages before 
the cabinet. The various demands 
for wage increases, special 
“inflation-cushioning” bonuses and 
other increments come to about 24 
per cent, it is understood. 

Despite the determination of the 
Histadrut to back up the civil ser- 
vants and the public-sector workers, 
Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich per- 
suaded the cabinet to stand firm. 

Yielding to the 24 per cent level, 
Ehriich argued, would not bring the 
curtain down on the current wage 
drama. Workers in other sectors 
would immediately demand ‘‘huge” 
pay increases, he said. 


According to Treasury 
economists, each rise of a percen- 
tage point in the wages of Civil Ser- 
vice and public sector workers 
results in the following: an addition 
of approximately IL350m. to the 
debit side of the state budget and a 
boost of a quarter of one per cent in 
the consumer price index. 

Thus, even a seven per cent pay 
boost would nudge the price index up 
by nearty two per cent.

Royal Navy back in Haifa for visit

HAIFA. — Britain's Royal Navy 
steamed into Haifa Port, one of its 
old bases, ‘to show the flag"’ yester- 
day morning — one ship short. 

The navy's anti-submarine missile 
frigate HMS Galatea arrived on 
schedule, but the newly com- 
missioned frigate HMS Alacrity, 
which was to have come with her for 
the six-day visit, had to atey in Malta 
to deal with engine trouble 
developed during her running-in 
period. 

The 2,600-ton Galatea, which has a 
crew of 240, will stay till Friday. 
There wil] be no public visits on 
board, as the crew are sea-Weary 
after seven weeks of sailing, most of 
it in the southern Nato exercise 
“Display Determination." Her com- 
mander, Captain Tony Barnden, 
said his men want to use the visit for 
recreation. 

But, when he and the British naval 
attache, Commander Brian 
Gresham. paid a courtesy call on 

Yeroham Zeisel before noon, 
he invited the city to send 30 orphan 
children to the ship for a party the 
sailors want to give on Thursday 
afternoon. He said his men will put 
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on fancy dress and do all they can to 
give the kids a good time, In addi- 
tion, crew members will be allowed 
to invite pergonal guests on board, 
and he “wouldn't be surprised” if the 
majority would be female. 

Barnden said the crew were very 
glad to have been sent into the 
Mediterranean, after months of 
patrolling British ol} rigs in the cold 
North Sea. 
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U.K. begins arms airlift to Zambia 
Lusaka closes air to all 
but scheduled flights ΄. 


LUSAKA. — The Zambian Govern- 
ment yesterday announced a ban on 
all alreraft except scheduled flighta 
trom fiying in its airspace, following 
Rhodesia's deepest ever strikes into 
the country, 

The measure means that ail 
private aircraft at flying clubs and 
private airstrips are grounded, 
presidentia] spokesman Milimo 
Punabantu said. 

According to the announcement, 
the Zambian armed forces are em- 
powered to take ‘all steps which are 
reasonable and necessary" to ensure 
compliance with the new order. 

The announcement came as the 
firat consignment of British military 
equipment arrived here in a special 
Royal Air Force flight. Tt was believ- 
ed to conaist of anti-aircraft equip- 


ment, 

In Salisbury, Prime Minister Jan 
Smith dismissed Britain's airlift of 
defensive weaponry to Zambia as be- 
ing of no consequence, and said the 
arms will in no way prevent future 
Rhodesian anti-guerrilla strikes into 
that country. 

Smith also said that there could be 
a firm decision by Britain and the 
U.S. within a week regarding the 


staging of an all-party peace con- 
ference attended by both his bi- 
racial interim government and-the 
leaders of the guerrilla Patriotic 


Front. 


In his most emphatic statement to 
date on the subject, Smith virtually 
ruled out a full transfer to black ruie 
on December 81 as envisaged in the 
“Internal” majority rule agreement 
he reached in March with three local 
black leaders. ᾿ 

“ΤῈ would mean the exercise would 
spill over a few months, Smith told a 
news conference. He said that the 
deadline would have to be pushed 
back because a majority rule con- 
stitution is not yet completed. 


The Rhodesian military command 
said that a Rhodesian border village 
was shelled from Zambia on Satur- 
day night, the firat retaliation since 
the three-day Rhodesian raids 
against guerrilla camps in Zambia a 
week before.

MOSCOW (UPI). — Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andre! Gromyko 
“narrowed to a major extent" the 
differences blocking settlement on a 
new strategic arms limitation agree- 
ment, the Communist Party daily 
“Pravda” said yesterday. 

But the newspaper warned that 
there are interests in the U.S. that 
will try to kill any new SALT agree- 
ment before it has a chance to take 
effect. ‘‘Pravda" said some military 
circles want the arms race to con- 
tinue. ᾿ 

‘The newspaper commented on 
SALT talks in its international 
review section, It said the 
differences could be settled if what it 
calied goodwill and a reasonable, 
realistic approach existed. It added 
that Vance and Gromyko achieved 


progress. 

“Tt can be stated that a further 
drawing together was witnessed at 
the Moscow negotiations In some 
respects. But there are still 
differences of approach to solution of 
a number of matters."’ 

Vance and Gromyko held two days 
of negotiations on SALT last week. 
Both sides said they were closer to 
an agreement than they were after 
similar negotiations in the U.S. 
several weeks ago. 


150,000 Hungarians 
refused passports 


BUDAPEST (AP). —- Hungarian 
Interior Minister Andras Benkei 
yesterday disclosed that the 
passport applications'of some 150,000 
Hungarians were ttirned down in the 
firat eight months of this year. 
Benkei made the disclosure in the 
Communist Party paper 
“Nepszahbasag.'' He said currency 
regulations were a main considera- 
tion for passport refusals. He did not 
say so, but passport authorities 
could also refuse applications of per- 
sons considered to be political risks.

SALONIKA (Reuter). — Greece 
followed up their recent 8-1 triumph 
over Finland with an equally 
emphatic 4-1 victory against 
Hungary in a European soccer 
championship Group Six match here 
yesterday.

“BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY" took us 
to the Hermon range on Friday (Se- 
-econd Programme, 1610 hours), open- 
ing up some new vistas on what had, 
prior to 1967, been considered large- 
ly terra incognita. This romantic no 
man's land has steep mountains, 
tumbling waterfalls and, believe it 
or not, forests so high and dense they 
actually shut out the sky.

The valley of the Assal brook, 
which feeds the Metulla waterfall, is 
said to be the most picturesque of 
them all, Ancient olive presses in the 
area debunk the theory that olive 
trees do well only up to an elevation 
of 700 metres. They obviously did 
well as high up as 1,300 on the Her- 
mon’s flanks. 

The area is sealed by minefields 
and barbed wire, enclosing 2,000- 
year-old ruins, or “‘lost cities,” as

I bent down and discovered that the 
bright red little blooms were actual- 
ly lady birds, hanging on for dear life 
to every trembling spike.

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HIDDEN TRE ASURE

FEW PEOPLE are aware of the 
wealth of information hidden in 
ketubot, many of which He ignored 
in atties and cellars. 

My own interest in old ketubot 
arose while searching for the roots of 
my family. After finding a few 
beautifully decorated ketubot of my 


ketubot in my collection. But first of 
all I would like to explain what the 
ketuba is. 

The main role of the ketuba — the 


tact that it is forbidden for a man to 
live for even one hour with his wife 
without a ketuba.

another. In Europe it is common to 
write ‘‘from the creation of the 
world"; Jews who lived in Persia, 
Yemen, and other Moslem countries 
counted from the year 311 BCE ac- 
cording to the Seleucid era; and the 
Sephardi Jews counted the years 
from the destruction of the Temple. 

‘The ketuba gives details regarding 
the young couple and their respec- 
tive families — their names, per- 
sonal and economic status, war- 
drobe, their witnesses, the person 
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who married them, the place of the 
wedding, the sum of the dowry and 
sometimes even detafis of the 
government in the country. 

The ketuba also gives details of the

SURISTS in Israel often rely on 
details in ketubot to prove ownership 
of land and houses, as weil as other 
matters of personal identity.

tion regarding life in Jerusalem a 
the end of the last century and th 
beginning of this one. 


Ketuba No. 1 was issued in 
Jerusalem in 1879. It is decorated 


written above the marriage contract 
(tenaim) and are beautifully 
embellished. The predominant 
colours are dark blue and gold. 


A few years ago, the grand- 
daughter of the couple mentioned in 
this ketuba was seeking to prove that 
a certain house in the Old Cit City of 
Jerusalem belonged to her family, 
but she had no written evidence. 
When I asked her to bring any old 
document she could find. she 
brought the torn pieces of this ald 
ketuba which were hidden in an oJd 
handkerchief. 

After putting the pieces together, 
we discovered the names of her 
grandparents and could then find 
the necessary registration of proof of 
ownership. 

The motif in ketuba No. 2 is a vase 
of flowers drawn over an oriental 
arc, which is supported by two 
columns, with the text between 
them. The ketuba is decorated with a 
border of flowers. It was issued in

the year 1897, and handwritten by 
my great-grandfather-Blazar Eliahu 
Mizrahi, a scribe and a member of 
the rabbinical tribunal. 

The ketuba was signed by Rabbi 
Yaakov Meir, who performed the 
ceremony and who later became 
Chief Sephardi Rabbi of Eretz 
Israel. The sum of the dowry men- 
tioned in this ketuba was 41,055 Lions 
(silver coins). 

It was stipulated that the husband 
was forbidden to take another wife 
and he was forbidden tc travel 
further than Noh Amon (Thebes in 
Egypt) or Aram Zova (Damascus, 
Syria), in case he deserted his wife. 


Ketuba No. 3 is also from 
Jerusalem. It dates from 1907 and is 
decorated with symbolical pictures 
of holy places and popular motifs. 
The six pictures at the top of the 
ketuba are of Rabban Yohanan Ben 
Zakai Synagogue, the Hurva 
Synagogue, the ‘Temple place, 
Tiferet Israel Synagogue, the cave of 
the prophet Eliahu and the burial 
place of the prophet Elisha. In the 
centre there is the stamp of the

The text of the ketuba is written 
between the two decorated pillars of 
Yahin end Boaz. At the base of these 
pillars are pictures of Jericho and 
Shechem (Nablus). 

As the bridegroom was illiterate, 
my grandfather who performed the 
ceremony signed in his stead. 


These three illuminated ketubot 
are relatively rare, as can be ex- 
pected when considering the number 
of Jewish inhabitants in Jerusalem: 
fn 1880, there were only 13,000 Jews, 
and in 1914, there were 45,000 Jews. 

The ketuba is a very important 
ceremonial document that has not 
been adequately valued. As a result, 
old ketubot are rare and are mostly 
to be found in museums, libraries or 
private collections.

The stage set was so bare and 
ugly that it was a glaring handicap.

THE NAME of Klaus Tennstedt was 
hitherto unknown here; but after his 
debut, one may be sure it will not be 
forgotten easily. Tennstedt lived in 
the German Democratic Republic 
until 1971, when he moved to the 
West and his international reputa- 
tion began to grow steadily. 

His debut in Israe) ‘brought not 
only a new names to our attention but 
introduced a great musician of un- 
usual character and rere personal 
attributes. That he is a conductor of 
great sensitivity, understanding, 


᾿ feeling, and sense of form, and that 


he can endow each phrase with 
memorable musical consequence, 
became obvious In the execution of 
Beethoven's concerto. If this part 
wasn't a failure, it was mainly 
because of Tennstedt’s lovingly for- 
mulated orchestral part. Istomin 
gave us something less than conven- 
tional, absolutely impersonal, and 
eluded anything really meaningful. 
The emotional temperature felt 
dangerously low. There was ab- 
solutely nothing in common between 
his approach and that of the conduc- 


HOWEVER, it was Bruckner’s 
“Fourth’' that revealed Tennstedt's 
greatness, Bruckner’s movements 
are not too tightly knit and mostly 
fall into sections (the symphonies 
are actually huge orchestrated 
organ improvizations). The great 
problem of a conductor is how to un- 
ite them to create not only continuity 
but also overwhelming architectonic 
grandeur. 

Tennstedt succeeded completely. 
The way he started and closed sec- 
tions and the special kind of 
-breathing space he inserted between 
them were more than outstanding. 
‘Furthermore, he seemed — as if by 
'magic — to make the various 
phrases and melodic fragments float 
in space, emerging from nowhere 
and everywhere. 


On the other hand, he also achiev- 
ed the majestic fullness of the huge 
tutti which, with their thundering 
brass passages, chords and choirs, 
were strong enough to waken the 
dead. The orchestra followed the 
conductor most willingly and 
reacted with unuzuel geneitiveness 
to each nuance τῷ expregseton, 
dynamic change or fluctuation of 
tempo. 

T have rarely experienced such a 
high grade of communication 
between a conductor and the IPO, or 
between conductor and eudience. 


The orchestra seemed extraor- 
dinarily pleased to play under 
Tennstedt and shared in full the 
enthusiasm with which the guest was 
received at the end of the concert. A 
final word about the brass section: 
they deserve unqualified praise.

TEL AVIV. — Literally hundreds of 
phone calls were received yesterday 
at the Manufacturers Association in 
support of the plea by its president, 
Avraham “Buma" Shavit, to repeal 
the law declaring election day for the 
local authorities 2 “‘public holiday." 

Shavit told The Jerusalem Post 
last week that it was “criminal™ to 
take an entire day off from work in 
order to gu to the polls for '‘ten to fif-

On Sunday, the Manufacturers 
Association published huge ads in 
the Hebrew press calling for public 
support for his viewpoint. He pointed 
out that October itself was rife with 
holidays, and “bridges"’ (taking off 
an extra day or two before or after a 
holiday), and this had considerably 
reduced industrial output. 

Support for his viewpoint came not 
only from the industries organized 
within the Association, but also from 
the Histadrut industries. However, 


the Histadrut iiself did not throw its 
support behind Shavit’s move, and 
among the phone calls reaching the 
Association, none came from any 
person identifying himself as a 
worker. 

However, one housewife said she 
was willing ‘'to go out on the street to 
collect signatures on a petition ask- 
ing the Knesset to change the law."" 

Mordechai Sarig, spokesman for 
the Association, said that dozens of 


- Knesset Members had shown their 


support for Shavit's proposal ‘‘in one 
form or another." He numbered 
among them: Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich, his deputy Yeherkel 
Flomin, Deputy Minister Yoram 
Aridor, MKs Akiva Nof, Assaf 
Yagouri, Gad Ya’acobi, Yigael Hur- 
vitz, and Haim Bar-Lev. 

Shavit also explained that he had 
put the full-page ad only in the 
Hebrew papers but not in The 
Jerusalem Post, because he was 
“‘ashamed that persons in the 
Diaspora would read it and get a 
poor impression of Israel." 


Manpower shortages force 
hoteliers to industrialize

HERZLIYA PITUAH. — The hotel 
business in Israel is becoming a true 
industry, and like our colleagues 
abroad, we have to adopt the same 
tools they use, Pinhas Schuber, 
director-general of the Dan hotel 
chain, said last week at the Tadmor 


Hotel Training School. He was 


delivering 2 memorial address for 
the late chef Yitzhak Nicolai 
(Niran), who passed away five years 
ago, “after training a generation of 
cooks in Israel." 


The changes abroad, many of 
which are gradually being instituted 
here, he said, include the introduc- 
tion of computers. Other innovations 
include “‘learning how to serve hun- 
dreds of superior meals at once, 
while making up menus days and 
even weeks ahead." The airline com- 
panies, he said, were the pioneers in 
this field, for within a short time they 
had to serve several hundred per- 
sons aloft a tasty meal. This entailed 
using more and more frozen and pre- 
cooked foods. τ 

Many hotels abroad, Schuber add- 


ed, had solved the problem of mass 
serving of food by closing down their 
own kitchens (many hotels abroad 
are even being built without 
kitchens) and ordering thelr meals 
from a ‘food industry." 

Another innovation was the in- 
troduction of more self-service in 
high-grade hotels, due to the man- 
power shortage. Guests no longer 
thought anything amiss about pick- 
ing up a plate and heaping it 
themselves at a buffet table. 

Turning to the hotel kitchens in 
Israel, Schuber quoted a recent sur- 
vey by the Productivity Institute 
which showed that the kitchen staff 
in some hotels worked at only 35-40 
per cent of their potential output. 
“We can raise output tremen- 
dously,”’ he declared. 

Moreover, hotels abroad were 
seeking ways of saving on the cost of 
the food they prepared by using 
better handling and packaging 
methods. All of them were ‘‘energy 
conscious."" “If formerly, energy 
constituted only two to three per cent 
of costs, today it had crept up to 10 to 
12 per cent, and methods of saving 
energy were being sought,” he said.

ONE YEAR and two days ago, Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
‘ushered in a new era — the ere of economic liberalism. The dis- 
tortious of a generation of ‘‘socialist"' mismanagement were to 
pe eliminated. With the lifting of foreign currency controls, we 
were no longer to feel like criminals when going abroad with a 
few more dollars in our pockets than officially allocated. Capital 
previously smuggied abroad was to come back, in the firm 
knowledge that it could be taken out again at any time. The ex- 
change rate was floated, and Israel was voted into the select 
club of the rich nations. . 

Mr. Ehriich, in short, promised us ἃ rose garden. True, there 
were some thorns to be borne meanwhile: The Israeli pound had 
to be devalued by over 45 per cent, value added tax had to be 
raized from 8 to 12 per cent, and a whole range of government- 
determined prices had to be increased substantially to keep the 
inflationary boost from causing an explosion. Exports, which 
did not benefit, at least would not be hurt. In addition, true to 
Israeli tradition, real wages were not to fall. 

Apart from the psychologically satisfying abolition of ex- 
change controls — which made Israelis travelling abroad feel 
better because they no longer had to buy foreign currency on the 
black market, but the purpose of which could have been achiev- 
ed by simply increasing the foreign currency allocation — none 
of Mr. Ehrlich's promises have been fulfilled. 

Inflation, instead of starting to abate, has accelerated. Hx- 
ports are stagnating. Importa are rising. True, our foreign 
currency reserves hive gone up by some $300m., but more than 
half of that improvement stems from the decline in the value of 
the U.8. dollar. If real wages have not gone down, the cost has 
been 8 year of uninterrupted labour strife. 

There has been no influx of foreign capital. There has not been 
even a beginning of a stabilization of the economy. The Finance 
Minister, who called his predecessor Mr. Rabinowitz, 
“"Yehoshua the Printer,’’ has been printing more money than 
anyone who held his office before him. Israe! has not become an 
international centre of finance, there is no gold bourse — as 
Deputy Finance Minister Yehezkel Fiomin hoped — and there 
is, in fact, nothing but economic havoc.

Yesterday's cabinet decision to stand pat on the now long 
defunct 15 per cent wage hike stands as much chance of being 
feasible as earlier, and equally ‘'firm’' wage ceilings." And it 
should not be surprising if workers in the business sectar, who 
will find that their reat wages are being clipped relentlessly, 
will also soon ask for wage adjustments. 
᾿ With real wages irreducible, one way or another, total de- 
mand in the economy might have been cut back by reducing 
government expenditure. But in this area too, Mr. Ehriich is 
hemmed in by legal and contractual commitments and by the 
insistence of his welfare oriented ministerial colleagues on do- 
ing nothing that will hurt their natural constituencies. 

In the one area in which the public expected significant 
progress — improved tax collection and a crackdown on the 
black capital which now runs at some 1110-12 billion a year — 
the Finance Minister's only achievement has been to fire the 
former Income Tax Commissioner, Eliezer Shiloni. 

The near-desperate, but all too familiar, recourse to a new 
round of cost inflation wili only cause more difficulties on the 
labour front. And it would be more than naive to expect govern- 
ment expenditure to be cut back now, when the country is in a 
state of suspense and hope, awaiting peace.

The need for such a “breathing 
space" where criticism of public of- 
ficials is involved had not received 
recognition in the courts of Israel un- 
til the initial decision in the Israel 
Electric Conpany case, now revers- 
ed, which was handed down on 
February 25,1977. 

‘When the matter first reached it in 
a preliminary stage of the litigation 
almost a decade ago, the Supreme 
Court rejected the contention that 
there was any duty on the part of the 
newspaper to its readers to report 


matters of public interest, though 
granting it a privilege for an inno- 
cent mistake under the Defamation 
Law. . 

At least from September 8, 1969, 
when that pretrial decision was 
published, until February, 1977, the 
press in Israel operated under a rule 
of law that gave it no favoured posi- 
tion with regard to the non-malicious 
publication of untrue statements in- 
furious to the reputation of public of- 
ficlals. On the contrary, even 


. punitive damages were awarded 


during this period. 

There seems Httle factual basis. 
therefore; for the alarmist view that 
the new decision will feprive ue of 
the press exposés we have receive’ 
in the past. It is an open question — 
and well worth empirical investiga- 
tion — if the preas was indeed more 
vigorous and uninhibited between 
February, 1977, when the initial deci- 
sion in the Israel] Electric Company 
case wag handed down, and August 
of this year, when it was reversed, 
than it had been in previous years. 

We need to know much more about 
the impact of-court decisions on ac- 
tual behaviour In the news room and 
the editorial office before reaching a 
judgement on this point. 


MORE THAN the concrete result — 
which is, in a sense, a return to the 
status quo ante before the February, 
1977, decision — 1s the mood and the 
method of the recent judicial 
pronouncement that should be cause 
for concern. For Justice Landau, the 
court stood at a crossroads. A 
preferred position for freedom of the 
press was the turning point on the 
road to “permissiveness” that led by 
implication to Nazis parading in the 
streets. 

A copy of the opinion in the Skokie, 


* Tilinois, case, affirming the right of 


American Nazis to demonstrate, lay 
before him, he said, as he wrote his 
opinion in the Israel Electric ‘Com- 
pany libel action. Let not history 
repeat itself: The collapse of the pre- 
Hitler Weimar republic, he warns, 
was due in part to the vilification of 
Public officials, inadequately 
protected by an adequate libel law 
and by adequate judicial action. 
This sort of shaky historical 
analogy has been used before by the 


courts in cases abridging basic - 


freedoms. Until now, however, it has 
been reserved for cases involving 
considerations of national security, 
as in the series of court actions in- 
volving the allegedly subversive

A HOWL OF RAGE has gone up in 
Western capitals following Israel’ 
decision to expand its settlements in 


Judea and Samaria. The world is ἢ 


shocked that Israel has the 
tactlessness to repeat once again (at 
this inopportune moment, when 
there is a chance of sweeping 
Israel's problems under the carpet) 
that sie “will not’ go back to the 
borders of 1967. 

Israel] has her own reasons for be- 
ing shocked. The United States used 
to play the part of honest broker. 
Israelis understood that meant the 
following: There is a legitimate 
difference of opinion between the 
Jews and the Arabs over sovereignty 
in Palestine; the matter must be 
settled by compromise; whatever 
compromise is acceptable to both 
parties will be scceptable to the 
United States. 

Now, in answer to Hussein's 
letter, President Carter has adopted 
a different stance, one that has been 
given expression before in 
‘Washington, but that never 
dominated U.S. policy until today. 

The new formuia is: Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza belong to the 
Arabs; so does East Jerusalem. All 
Israeli settlements beyond the 1967 
borders are iliegal. 

This ‘confirms what the right- 
wingers of Herut have been saying 
all along. Israel's expulsion from 
Sinai is no more than a dress- 
rehearsal for her expulsion from all 
the rest of the occupied territories. 
Begin's consent to give up Rafiah is 
seen in the West as the thin edge of 
the wedge. What is the difference, 
after all, between one surrender and 
another?

Israel would withdraw 
to a narrow coastal strip -— the 
Arabs would be back in Kalkilya (at 
first without their guns, later with), 
and East Jerusalem would be given 
up to Arafat or Hussein or whoever, 
including all the maasive Jewish

That kind of peace treaty is out, as 
far as Israel is concerved. Neither 
the Government nor the Opposition 
would append their signature to such 
an arrangement, 


THE SECOND possibility is to go 
along with the Saunders ploy, which 
means to pretend that we shall 
eventualiy return to the 1967 
borders. This would be a device to in- 
veigie Sadat inte signing the treaty 


Programme and can confirm that 
Mr. Katz‘ letter in today’s Post is en- 
tirely accurate. Mr. Gillon’s mia- 
representation may be due to his 
Thnited understanding of the Hebrew 
language. This fact, however — of 
which he is surely cognisant — 
should make him less cocksure of 
bimseif when his errors are pointed 
out.
